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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 and 12-15 are pending in this application. Claims 12-14 stand withdrawn. 
By this Amendment, claims 1 , 2, 4 and 5 are amended, and claims 6-11 are canceled. Support 
for the amended claims can be found, at least, in paragraphs [0009]-[0012] of the 
specification and Figs. 5a and 5b. No new matter is added. 

The Office Action objects to claim 4 for an informality. Claim 4 has been amended to 
correct this informality. As such, withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

The Office Action rejects claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, for 
allegedly failing to comply with the written description requirement. Claim 10 has been 
canceled rendering this rejection moot. 

Claims 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, for 
allegedly being indefinite. Claims 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 have been canceled rendering this rejection 
moot. 

Claims 1-6 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. Patent No. 
7,202,677 to Pedersen et al. ( M Pedersen M ). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1, as amended, now recites "adjusting the height at least one of the first pad 
electrode and the second pad electrode by adding height adjusting films." Pederson does not 
disclose this feature. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of claim 1, and claims 2-5 and 
15 depending therefrom, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Pedersen in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,977,441 to Hashimito. Claim 9 and 10 have been canceled rendering this 
rejection moot.
